Thank you for your response received by Dr. Barbara Pence with Texas Tech University Health 
Sciences Center on Jan 24, 2005. 

In your letter dated Dec 9, 2004, you requested that we provide scientific justification as to why an 
analgesic which does not have anti-inflammatory properties could not be used; and how would 
such a drug adversely affect this animal model? 

Your comment refers to protocol renewal 00016-10 item #5. which states: “Analgesic therapy to 
relieve this, however, may compromise the natural course of the disease and inflammatory 
sequelae." In this protocol hamsters would undergo C. difficile-associated intestinal disease and 
were expected to experience discomfort, pain and distress. 

We acknowledge that the investigator should have been asked to consider the use of an analgesic 
that has no anti-inflammatory activity. The lACUC Chair will discuss this issue at the next lACUC 
meeting (Feb 8, 2005). The committee will be instructed to ask these sorts of questions when 
similar protocols are reviewed. The original investigator has since left the institution; however, to 
remedy the present dilemma the current investigator will be sending an amendment to the lACUC 
in which he will propose the use of analgesics (with no anti-inflammatory activity) to minimize pain 
and distress. No studies will be conducted until this amendment, reflecting such change, is 
approved by the lACUC.

Hamster (12) 

The baby hamsters used in these flavivirus studies may display severe disease, including 
virus-induced death, and thus fall into category "E," however, due to the nature of these 
experiments (namely the selection of virulent strain of virus from viruses not expected to 
cause disease), only a fraction (estimated to be less than 20%) of the animals used are 
expected to develop severe signs of diseases. In most cases, death results from 
encephalitis, which will be preceded by paralysis. Thus, when animals display signs of 
paralysis considered to be severe enough to result in death within 24 hours, the animals 
will be humanely euthanized reducing the number of animals that might display severe 
signs of infection. The symptoms of flavivirus infection in humans are usually not 
associated with pain other than mild headache. Observations of behavior of animals from 
previous studies suggest that they were not experiencing extreme distress or pain. 

Hamster (35) 

The aim of the protocol is study of viral pathogenesis of disease. In doing so, the PI 
intends to observe the course of the disease in Syrian hamsters, determine the sites of 
early viral replication, and the ultimate target organs. The study involves investigation of 
the viral spread mechanism between different cell types in the same tissue, monitoring 
the determinant of the disease (liver enzymes, clotting factors, viral load in plasma and 
tissue), and understanding the role of those determinants in the pathogenesis of viral 
disease. Tissue samples will be collected from the hamsters for RNA extraction to 
determine viral load and cytokine levels. Cytokines/chemokines are believed to play a 
central role in the systemic inflammatory responses. Live animal models, accurately 
reproducing the disease observed in humans, are required to allow an insight into the 
mechanisms of impairment of liver enzymes, clotting factors, vasculitis, vascular leakage, 
and inflammation. Agents/drugs that might alter those mechanisms and/or the body’s 
defense mechanisms would most certainly add uncontrolled variables to the study. 

Hamster (121) 

The specific aims of this study are to measure cytokine responses to infection with 
viruses at different time points, establish approximate time points of virus entry into 
specific organs (brain, lung, liver, kidney, spleen, and lymph nodes, and to determine the 
resulting virulence and pathogenicity of reassortants between virus strains. We anticipate 
seeing markedly elevated production of interferon gamma, tumor necrosis factor alpha, 
and interleukin 2 as a response to most of these infections and hope to determine the 
levels of accompanying cytokines and their affects on the outcomes of these infections. 

The nature of these studies requires that the disease processes be allowed to run their 
courses within the animal model without interference by other than the animal’s natural 
defense mechanisms. Most animals infected with these viruses are expected to expire 
five to seven days post-infection. Any animal that becomes moribund, paralyzed, or 
unable to feed or drink due to infection will be humanely euthanized by an overdose of 
anesthesia.

Hamster (394) 

The overall objectives of this research are to study the pathogenesis of West Nile virus 
(WNV) encephalitis and to investigate several strategies for treatment and control of the 
disease. The experimental studies are being done using a newly developed hamster 
model of the disease. There are 3 specific aims: (1) to elucidate the pathogenesis of West 
Nile virus encephalitis in the hamster model, specifically the initial sites of virus 
replication, the mechanism of virus dissemination and neuroinvasion, and the sites of 
virus persistence, (2) to investigate the nature of WNV persistent infection and to study 
the phenotypic and genetic changes that occur in the virus during chronic infection; and 
(3) to test the efficacy of selected antiviral compounds and candidate vaccines for 
treatment and prevention of WNV encephalitis. 

Basically this work involves the experimental infection of adult hamsters with a virulent 
(New York 1999) strain of WNV; and then the sequential collection of blood and tissues 
for assay of virus content, antibody determinations, and histopathological and 
immunohistochemical studies of the infected tissues. In some experiments, the animals 
are first immunized with vaccine candidates and then challenged with WNV to determine 
th6' level and duration of protection. Studies are also being done to evaluate various 
therapies for WNV infection, including the administration of immune serum and antiviral 
agents. The lACUC review group decided that this work should be at level E protocol, 
since the outcome of some drug and vaccine experiments are uncertain. 

WNV infection does cause illness in the hamsters (severe lethargy, hind limb paralysis, 
difficulty walking, somnolence and coma) and about 50% of the animals die between the 
seventh and fourteenth days after infection. Those hamsters that survive beyond 14 days 
usually recover completely. Since this is essentially an acute viral disease (encephalitis), 
there are no specific anesthetic or tranquilizing drugs that can be administered. Serial 
bleedings on the animals are done under Halothane anesthesia via a retro orbital vein. 
The animals are euthanized if they become gravely ill (i.e. unable to walk or eat, 
comatose, severe paralysis, etc.); but apart from this, there is little that can be done. At 
present, there are no specific antiviral agents for treating WNV infection; one of the 
purposes of our research is to discover one.
